The girl, Gwen, told Scates how several months before, she had been recruited into a life of sex slavery by her aunt, 
who introduced her to Forbes, whose legitimate cover was as a bail bondsman. Forbes pretended to fall in love with 
Gwen" and asked her to move in with him. but when she arrived at his apartment, he introduced his girlfriend and told 
"Gwen" why she was really there. He raped her, beat her, invited his friend^ to gang-rape her and then shot her up with 
heroin. The next day, he started selling her, 
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Lying about age, false identification, lack of knowledge about location 
Multiple or frequent STI’s or pregnancies

Further "Sexual abuse" means the employment, use, persuasion, inducement, enticement, 
or coercion of any child to engage in, or having a child assist any other person to engage in, 
any sexually explicit conduct or any simulation of such conduct for the purpose of producing 
any visual depiction of such conduct; or the rape, molestation, prostitution, or other form of 
sexual exploitation of children, or incest with any individual who is under the age of 18 years.
